To Hano For Premier's Death. 

Sofia. Bulgaria, Oct. 24.— Michael 
Stavrcff, alias Halju. was found guilty 
of the murder of ex-Premler Stambu- 
k>ff In 1895 and sentenced to be hang- 
ed. Thr accused pleaded not guilty. 
Conii anions of M. StrunI ulotf testified 
that Stavreff f\ii I r - first shot. 
Stephen N. Stambuloff. who has been 
called the Bismarck of Bulgaria, was 
aBsasslnated at Sofia on the evening 
of July 15, 1895, three months aft r 
his dismissal from the premlerRhii). 
The crime was committed while M. 
Stambuloff and a friend were return- 
tag from a club In a carriage. They 
were stopped by three or four men 
armed with kniv(s and ; istols and 
the ex-premier, leaping to the ground 
to defend himself was overcome, re- 
ceiving over 20 wounds In the head In 
addition to other Injuries. The num- 
ber and severity of his wounds, to- 
gether with the amputation of both 
bis hands, resulted in his death three 
days, later 

Protest and Reply. 
Port of Spain, Trinidad, Oct. 24.— 

k protest has been filed by the Vene- 
zuelan government with the f;(>rman 
legation in (,'aiaeas against the vi.sit 
to the Orinoco river of the German 
gunboat Panther, the vessel which 
sank the Haitien rebel gunboat Crete- 
a-Plerot. In reply to the protest, the 
German legation di-clared that the 
blockade Is not only ineffective, but 
never existed, and that the kaiser's 
government intends to protect Ger- 
man interesta in Venezuela. - 

Irish Leader Senteneeil. 

Dublin, Oct. 24.— The sentence Im- 
posed on James I'. I'arrell, M. P.. who 
was convicted of publishing intimidat- 
ing articles in his newspaper, the 
Longford Leader, and was senteaeed 
to two months' imprisonment at hard 
labor, has been confirmed by the Long- 
ford assizes. Judge Curran offereil to 
reduce the sentence to a month and 
omit bard labor If Mr. Farrell would 
promiae to cease boycotting and in- 
tlolMation. This the prisoner refused 
10 d©. 

May Not Consent. 
Poking. Oct. 24. — Prince Ching, 
president ( f the foreign office, intends 
to ask Germany to interpret the "in- 
vidious stipulation" regarding the 
evacuation of Shanghai by the foreign 
troops as embracing all China, thus 
renewing the implication that the 
Yang Tze Kiang valley ia threatened 
by British schemes of aggrandise- 
meot. As the Germans are pleased 
with the agreement aa it atands, it Is 
doubtful if Germany will conssat. 

France Will Withdraw. 

Paris, Oct. 24. — Foreign Minister 
Delcasse ^as notified China that 
France la prepared to withdraw her 
troops from Shanghai simultaneously 
with the withdrawal of the forces cff 
other powers, reserving the right to 
send a contingent Lack in the event 
.of another power disembarking 
ttvops. 

Note to the Powers.

O'.Viell 
was shot by the robbers and died soon 
after. The combination baggage and 
express car was blown to pieces and 
all the registered mail was taken. The 
Northern Pacific officials In St. Paul 
have posted a reward of $5,000 for the 
delivery of the robber, dead or alive: 
The posting of the reward has started 
active pursuit of the robber and It is 
believed he will be captured.

WILL BELEOT BrTE. 

Meeting ot MrKlnley Memorial As> 
•oolatlon to Lorate Monument. 

Washington, Oct. 2i. — Postmaster 
General Payne and Secretary to the 
President George B. Cortelyou. went 
to Canton, O., to attend a meeting of 

the trustees of the William McKlnley 

Menuirial association. The meeting 
will be held for the purpose of secur- 
ing a site for the memorial to Presi- 
dent McKlnley. 

Of the aggregate sum of f 6 50,000 
which the association desired to raise. 
It has In hand In cash and pledges of 
about $5,"jO.OUO. New York contribut- 
ed $150,000 of this amount and Ohio a 
little more than $100,000. The trus- 
tees will not be cramped for funds In 
carrying out their projtct. it Is likely 
that tiie memorial will be located on 
the most commanding site In the Can- 
ton cemetery not far from the present 
tomb of the dead preaident. 

Broom Combine Forming. 

New York, Oct. 24.— Arrangements 
have been made for financing t!:e pro- 
posed combination of broom manufac- 
turers, which, if ffirme'i, will have a 
capital of $5,000,000. The toUl capi- 
talization of the companies engaged 
In manufacturing brooms in the Unit- 
ed States is about S3.0(;(i odO and their 
yearly outpiit aldut 42.000.000 brooms 
The manufacturers who have been 
asked to give optlona on their plants 
represent 76 per cent cf the broom 
industry of the country. 

Convict tuicides. 

Baltimore, Oct. 24.— Arthur Spenc- 
er, In the Maryland penitentiary, 
<'ommitted suicide liy hanging. Be- 
fore his conviction, Spi-ncer had mar- 
ried a young woman in Cincinnati, 
who discovered after his incarcera- 
tion that he was not a white man, hav- 
ing a li.i^ht strain of negro blood, 
whereupon she deserted him and re- 
turned to her home In Cincinnati. 
Spencer left a note saying he bad kill- 
ed himself because his wife did not 
remain true to him.

PRESIDENT GIVES INSTRUCTIONS. 



fwo Additional Reoorders Appointed 
ta AfslaC tlie CommlMlou. 
Btrlkars Fall to uct 
Posttloas. 



Waahington, Oct. 24.— The members 
i)f the atrlke arbltratton commission 
appointed by Preaident Roosevelt met 

at the White House and went Into con- 
ference. President Clark of the Order 
of the Railway Conductors was the 
first member of the commission to ar- 
rive. Blahop Spalding, aocompanied 
by Dr. J. J. Stafford of this city, were 
the next to put in an appearance. 
General Wilson, who arrived a mo- 
ment later, was followed by Thoraaa 
H. Watkins and Colonel Wright, the 
recorder of the commission. Then 
came N. W. Parker, the mining ex- 
pert. Judge Ciray of the I'nited States 
district court was the last member to 
reach the White House. With hia ar- 
rival, the eoramlsslon was complete. 
Several of the members had never 
before met. The introductions were 
made In Secretary Cori< i.M'n s ofheo 
and immediately thereafter the com- 
mission ascended the stairs to thi 
president's reception room. 

The president greeted the members 
of the comnils.slon cordially. The in- 
terview was brief. The president Im- 
pressed upon the commission the im- 
portance of expedition and Informed 
them that he had derided to appr)int 
two assistants to the recordt r to facil- 
itate the work. He then presented to 
them the instructions as follows: 

'Gentlemen— At the request both 
of the operators and of the miners, I 
have appointed yon a commission to 
inquire into, consider and jtass ui)on. 
the questions In controversy in con- 
nection with the strike in the anthra- 
cite regions and the causes out of 
which the cintroversy ar(ise. By the 
action you ri-eonimend. \\lii<li the par- 
ties in Intert St have in ;id\;i!iee com 
sented to abide by; you will endeav- 
or to establish the relations between 
the employers and th<' wage workers 
in the anthracite fields on a Just and 
I)ermanent basis and, as tar as po^sl 
ble, to do away with any causes for 
the recurrence of such difficulties as 
those which you have been called in 
to settle. I submit to you herewith 
the published statement of the operat- 
ors, following which 1 pave you a.s 
membera of the commission. .Mr. 
Wright being named as recorder; 
also the letter from Mr. Mitchell. 

•! appoint Mr. .Mosely and .Mr. Neil 
as assistants to the recorder." 

With the Instructions were the 
statements of the operators. Tho 
members of the eommisskm withdrew 
In a body. They went to the office of 
Commissioner of Labor Wright. Tht; 
commission went into executive ses- 
sicn and Judge Gray was chosen 
chairman. Mr. Edward A. Mosely. 
who becomes an assistant to H<eord 
er Wright by direction of thi' pn si- 
dent is secretary of the iniei-taie 
commerce commlaaion. Dr. Niel, the 
other assistant recorder is professor 
of political economy at tJie Catholic 
university located near Washington 
The commission waa invited to lunch 
with the president. 

Mitchell Quite Reticent. 
AVilkesbarre. Pa., Oct. 24.— At Pres- 
ident Mitchell's headquarters the lat- 
ter had not learned of the action of 
the Philadelphia and Reading com- 
pany in Increasing the price of coal 
."■.0 cents a ton. He was askeil to give 
an opinion on the matter. He thought 
for a minute and then said: "1 have 
nothing to aay." He waa requested to 
give his views on the course pursued 
by the Lehigh Coal and .Navigation 
company towards their men, but de- 
clined. In answer to the published 
statement that there was some objec- 
tion to his appearing befbre the com- 
mission in behalf of the miners, Mr. 
Mitchell said he presumed the miners 
could select such counsel as they saw 
fit to preaent their case before the 
eommisslon. .

Independent Operatom i^uy >len Mutt 
Return an liidivldiiaU. 

Hazleton, Pa.. Oct. 24.— The em- 
ployes of the O. B. Markle and com- 
pany collieries and the men working 
at the drift mines of Coxe Brothers 
and company ha\i' voted to continue 
fin strike until the conditions under 
which they are to be taken baok by 
these firms are changed. 

One of the ofllcials of Cars Broth- 
<rs & Co. said: "Wo insisi \hnt all 
tho men formerly employed at our 
mines who went on strike shall apply 
to the respaetlve foremen aa Individ- 
uals It they wish to return. If we 
have room for theni and they commit- 
ted no acts of viob nee during the 
strike they will be tal^eti liai k with 
the understanding that the non-union 
men must not be molested. Every 
man who struck is considered by us 
as having left our employ and that Is 
w)iy we will not resume operations by 
permitting the men to return to work 
In a body." 

At Silver Brook colliery, operated 
by J. S. Wentf and Company, the men 
must also make application as indi- 
viduals before operations are resumed. 

FaTlTo^Find Work. 

Ilari isliurg. Pa., Oct. J I — It is stat- 
ed here that not Jjo per cent of the 
men who went out when the mine 
strike was declared In the Lykens val- 
ley region will get their places back 
and that f)nly a small nunib(>r have, 
started to work. Others will be given 
empl<i> nunit. but the coal company has 
refused to discharge those who took 
the places of men who struck. The 
miners ar<> inci':ise(l at this action by 
the company and there is a feeling of 
unrest In the Lykens \ alley riie 
company haa issued an order to the 
effect that only a limited number of 
men will be re-employed and that it 
will not discharge the men who have 
taken the plaeea ot the strikers.

Brlow is published an important law 
enacted by the last Legislature of Ken- 
tucky. Owing to the fact that we have 
had no prohibitory laws, the State has 
been impoeed npon by other States tha« 
have not only sent dependnnt, def'tit;!!. 
and feeble-minded children, but hnyc 
placed a large number of criminal child- 
ren from penal insti ir.ions in oiirtom- 
monweaith to become public charges 
It is important that this law be rigidly 
enforced and that any t)er9on found 
guilty of violating same be punii'hed. 
The Childrens' Home Society will be 
glad to co-operate in putting a check 
upon those who are guilty of fostering 
upon our State youthful criminals and 
paupers. The law in full is as follows: 

Be It fiKictnl Uy Ihf Onieral AtMiMfttftlU Oi»i- 
moHwtaUh itf Kentucky i \ \. "So person, corpora 
tion, aasoolaiton or laMltntlon ihall brinx or 
lend, or cause to be brought or sent, Into the 
dtate of Jtentueky from aay other auie any 
ilepeodent ohlld, for the purpoee of plaoing lucb 
child in any family home within the boundaries 
of the State of Kentucky, either with or without 
Indentaro or tor adoption, or (hall procure snme 
to be done, nnlOM the lald penon, corporatlou. 
association or inttitutioa ihtll have furaifhed 
the County Judge of the county iu which any 
*urh child li to be placed or left, with a b»uit 
acceptable to the eaid County Ju<)Kt'. In tlie 
l>eualsumof ten tbounaud dollars. ri>ii<liu»iie<l 
a« follow* : 

That Ihey will not send or liriiiii ur <'«i!><" to 
bf liMUKht or Mvif iiiio tluK SiHii' o: any i ouiity
